Integration Decision Postponed; Schools Face Dilemma as Starting Date Approaches

Corsicana 
Independent 


School officials admittedly 
came away with a feeling of 
frustration when no on-the-spot 
decision was rendered by a 
federal judge before whom 
more 
than four hours of 


testimony 
was 
presented 


Thursday in Dallas on the 
rejection by the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
of its allegations that Cor- 
sicana's integration plan fails to 
comply with the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act. The school district 
strongly contends that its plan 
does meet the guidelines of the 
landmark 
"Swann 
vs. 


Charlotte-Mecklinburg" dec- 


ision and the government hasn't 
proved that it isn't in com- 
pliance. 


After some two hours of in- 


terrogation by Jerry Luck, 
Washington HEW civil rights 
division attorney, of Supt. Joe 
Lindsey, Asst. Superintendent 
Lee Pennington and Albert 
Sanders, vice-chairman of the 
Corsicana 
ISO 
board 
of 


trustees, 
Judge 
Fletcher 


overruled a motion by Glenn 
Sodd, attorney with Robert 
Gladney for the school system, 
asking that HEW's case against 
Corsicana be dismissed, that its 
integration plan be 
found 


"reasonable and equitable", 
and that HEW had failed to 
prove it didn't comply. 


JUDGE FLETCHER SAID he 


wanted to hear further evidence 
in support of the opposing views 
of counsel. At the conclusion he 
called on the attorneys for both 
sides to submit briefs and their 
findings of facts for his review 
as the basis for rendering his 
decision as expeditiously as 
possible. He was not able to give 
Corsicana any definite in- 
dication as to how long this 
might take. 


Attorneys have 30 days after 


receiving the official transcript 
of the proceedings to prepare 
and submit their briefs and 
Luck then gave notice he is 
leaving immediately on a 10- 
day vacation. 


With Corsicana scheduled to 


start classes Aug. 27, Supt. 
Lindsey said on the way back 
from Dallas that the "board has 
got to consider the alternatives 
and come to some decision" at 
an early date. He envisioned a 
called meeting of the school 
board early next week to con- 
sider if Corsicana will start 
school (1) "like we ended up 
this last school year"; (2) 
whether to wait for the judge's 
decision; or (3) whether to 
implement the Plan that was 
submitted, facing the possibility 
that if the ruling goes against 
Corsicana it will have to devise 
a new plan and submit it. It is 
admittedly a frustrating dilema 
which leaves school officials 
"not knowing which way to 


jump" at this time, and with 
time running out with the 
nearing of school's scheduled 
start.

Building, Luck noted an ex- 
tensive "pre-trial" hearing had 
been conducted June 21, leading 
up to the day's proceedings. 
"Our only issue here is whether 
the (integration) Plan sub- 
mitted May 23 — rejected June 
6 by Peter Holmes (director of 
HEW's civil rights division) — 
whether that plan complies with 
Title VI of the 1964 Civil Rights

Land Bank Loan Rates Hiked 


Harold D. Brown, manager of 


the 
Federal 
Land 
Bank 


Association of Corsicana, an- 
nounced Wednesday that the 
billing rate of Federal Land 
Bank farm and ranch variable 
interest rate loans is being 
increased from 7 per cent to 7-% 
per cent effective today. The 
rate on rural residence loans is 
being increased from 7Va per 
cent to 
8V4 per cent. The 


variable interest rate loan plan 
which was introduced by the 
Houston Bank in July, 1969, lets 
the rate "float" over the 
variations in the money market. 


"Continued high interest 


rates in the money market have 
made it necessary for the Bank 
to take this action. Interest 
rates have risen rapidly since 
early 1973 and the Bank has 
delayed action until this time in 
order to determine whether or 
not these rate increases were 
temporary," Brown stated. The 
Bank recently marketed an 
issue of bonds which sold at an 
average effective cost of 7.6 per 


cent. "It now appears that 
present interest levels will 
probably not change materially 
until the end of the year," 
Brown stated. 


The Federal Land Bank of 


Houston makes long-term real 
estate loans on farm and ranch 
land and rural residences 
throughout Texas and now has 
more than 775 million dollars in 
volume of loans outstanding. 
The local association 
makes 


and services loans in Navarro, 
Limestone, Freestone, Falls1 
counties.

"The Big Thicket has been 


called the biological crossroads 
of North America because it is 
the intersecting point of eight 
wholly separate ecological 
systems, and the only place on 
the continent where subtropical 
and temperature vegetation 
overlap," Jim Bush, Daily Sun 
reporter, told members of the 
Rotary Club and their guests 
Wednesday. 


The Big Thicket, he ex- 


plained, is located in extreme 
southeast Texas. It originally 
covered an area 
measuring 


over 3 million acres, but today 
has been reduced to less than 
300,000 acres, primarily due to 
timber cutting. 


Bush, in presenting the color 


slide presentation, explained 
that the National Park Service 
has described the Thicket as 
containing elements common to 
the Florida Everglades, 
the 


Okefenokee 
Swamp, 
the 


Appalachian 
region, 
the 


Piedmont forests, and the open 
woodlands of the coastal plains. 


"Eight 
major plant com- 


munities within the Thicket 
include prairie, stream bottom 
hardwood, 
wetland 
pine 


savannah, 
palmetto 
flats, 


upland pine savannah, acid bog, 
arid sandland, and beech- 
magnolia- loblolly forest. 


"The term Big 'Thicket' is 


misleading. The entire area is 
not merely a "thicket" as most 
people think of the term. It is 
more appropriately called the 
'big woods' by Indians who 
inhabited the region. The Big 
Thicket contains over 200 trees 
and shrub species, and much of 
the area was mixed hardwood 
forest," he added. 


Bush explained that bills have 


been introduced to make the Big 
Thicket area a park and that the 
most reasonable one was in- 
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troduced by Rep. Bob Eckhardt 
of Houston. The bill he proposes 
would have 191,000 acres of the 
Big Thicket preserved.

NJC Board Hires Coach, Eyes tv Courses

The Navarro Junior College 


Board of Trustees accepted two 
resignations, 
hired a new 


football assistant coach, heard 
plans for NJC to conduct a 
program in conjunction with 
KERA-TV, 
and 
discussed 


several rulings, past and future, 
from 
the Texas Attorney 


General's office. 


The board voted to accept 


"with regrets" the resignations 
of chemistry instructor James 
H. Edgar and nursing coor- 
dinator 
Al 
Blount. 
NJC 


President Dr. Ben Jones had 
earlier announced Edgar's 
resignation, and during the 
meeting Dr. Jones told the 
board one "can't speak too 
highly of him." 


Dr. Jones told the trustees 


that Blount has resigned to 
accept a similar position with 
El Centre College of Dallas, and 
that NJC "can't compete" on a 
"dollars and cents" basis with 
El Centre for a person as 
talented as Blount. 


HIRED BY THE TRUSTEES 


was Bob McElroy, who will 
serve as full-time football coach 
from Aug. 1 through Nov. 30 at a 


salary 
of 
$4,000. McElroy's 


duties during this period will be 
coaching, 
film 
exchange, 


equipment and Tiger Field 
preparations. He will also serve 
as a recruiter on a year-round 
basis. 


Dr. Jones reported that talks 


are under way, though nothing 
has been finalized, for NJC to 
take part in the grading and 
administration of biology and 
government courses on Channel 
13, the area's public broad- 
casting station. If NJC joins the 
program, and Dr. Jones said 
repeatedly "I don't see how we 
can lose," the school will fur- 
nish an instructor and grades 
and pay the Dallas junior 
college system 80 per cent of the 
state funds received for the 
courses. 


The Dallas system pays for 


the cost of televising 
the 


programs, and NJC would then 
pay it for teaching from the 
televised classes. Under the 
proposed 
agreement, NJC 


would profit by 20 per cent of the 
state funds plus regular tuition 
and fees and the fact that the 
correspondence students would 
be counted as attending NJC. 


DR. JONES TOLD BOARD 


MEMBERS that junior college 
presidents will be meeting with 
Attorney General John Hill 
Thursday in order to get a 
clarification of the recent ruling 
that junior colleges "charging 
different 
fees 
... 
would 


disqualify themselves from 
receiving state funds." NJC 
currently charge a $15 non- 
resident fee for students at- 
tending from outside Navarro 
County. 


Dr. Jones added, that, if this 


ruling affects such fees as well 
as tuition, NJC "may have to 
change our tuition rate for 
everyone to make up the loss." 


Another potential trouble spot 


for college administrators, 
according to Dr. Jones, is the 
new state law making 18 year 
olds "liberated persons." Dr. 
Jones reported the Coordinating 
Board of the Texas College and 
University System is awaiting a 
reply from the attorney general 
as to whether the new law 
implies that everytime "21" 
appears in a college guidelines, 
it should now be changed to 
"18". 


IN OTHER BUSINESS Dr. 


Jones reported that the new 
sprinkler system will be in 


service 30-60 days after in- 
stallation begins in September; 
the increase in enrollment from 
last year to this year on the 
second summer term may 
indicate 
an 
increased 


enrollment in the fall; the an- 
nual meeting of the Association 
of Texas Junior College Board 
Members and Administrators 
will be held No. 12-13 in Austin; 
and that Dick Griddle Memorial 
Textbook Fund has been started 
by Griddle's widow and son and 
that it initially has $220. 


Dr. Jones also passed out a 


copy of laws enacted by the 63rd 
Legislature which would be of 
interest to junior colleges and 
reported that NJC is currently 
investigating to see whether it 
must file its depository bank 
report under guidelines set 
forth in the School Depository 
Act of the County Depository 
Act. 


0. L. Albritton, Jr., vice- 


chairman of the board, presided 
in the absence of chairman 
Leighton Dawson. Oher trustees 
attending the meeting were 
Jimmy Hooser, C. E. Mid- 
dleton, Edwin Davis and Homer 
Carrol, while Louis Gibson, 
board secretary, was absent.

The youth was being 


transferred to the Fort 
Worth 
hospital 
today 


following treatment to stop 
the bleeding from severe 
injuries to both legs in- 
cluding broken bones and a 
deep laceration. Extent of 
internal 
injuries 
was 


unknown, according to 
Mrs. Clyde E. Jones of 
Corsicana, an aunt. 


Ray Deen Brown Sr. 


died as a result of a 
collision when the furniture 
van he was driving was 
struck head-on by a trailer 
house that had slowed to 
meet Brown's truck on a 
bridge. The trailer was 
struck from behind by a 
large truck unable to slow 
down, according to Mrs. 
Jones. 


Brown, 38, was 
ac- 


companied by his son on a 
delivery of furniture from 
the A. Brandt Co. of Mexia 
and had departed 
from 


Corsicana 
at 
5 a.m. 


Monday. The fatal crash 
occurred about 10 a.m. that 
day.

Deen Jr. are his mother, 
Mrs. Doris Brown, and an 
older brother, Gene, 12 
(who told his brother he 
would hit a homerun for 
him in the Little League 
playoff game last night 
against

that involves Lincoln School. All 
of my evidence will be directed 
to prove that the Plan as sub- 
mitted continues to keep Grade 
K (kindergarten) through 2 
segregated in Lincoln school." 


Corsicana's plan proposes 


retaining all K-through-2-grade 
students in their neighborhood 
schools, having no fifth grade 
classes at Bowie, Fannin and 
Lee, with students in their at- 
tendance zone bused into the 
Lincoln school. Lincoln school 
would have no third or four 
grade and students in its at- 
tendance zones would be 
divided proportionately into 
Bowie, Fannin and Lee with this 
requiring busing of both whites 
and blacks both ways. 


IN 
HIS 
OPENING 


STATEMENT recapping much 
of 
the 
June 
21 pre-trial 


hearings, Gladney reiterated 
that Corsicana has a "unitary" 
(single integrated) high school 
built at a cost of more than $4 
million dollars, two unitary 
middle 
schools 
and 
six 


elementary schools which "for 
the purpose of this hearing are 
unitary" with the exception of 
the government's allegation 
that 
Lincoln 
remains 


segregated when in fact under 
the plan it will remove vestages 
of a dual system with busing of 
white children into its 
fifth 


grade level. 


Gladney recounted that after 


Corsicana was notified March 
23 it was not in compliance with 
HEW — stemming from a new 
ruling by Judge John Platt in a 
mandate to HEW to seek 
compliance from 113 school 
districts across the nation—and 
proceedings being filed against 
Corsicana'by Luck in April—the 
school board had met in urgent 
session May 3 to consider the 
impact of devising a plan that 
was acceptable to HEW and to 
parents, relying on the least 
dislocation of students. Gladney 
said the board set up a public 
hearing May 7 at which more 
than 500 citizens of all races- 
black 
and 
white—had 


responded to the board's 
request for their views. 


"We shall attempt to show 


more 
than 
500 
citizens 


representing all races attended 
and an overwhelming majority 
expressed opinions that if 
busing had to be implemented 
to desegrate, that every K- 
through 2 grade students should 
be retained in their neigh- 
borhood school." 


The attorney said Corsicana 


would attempt to show through 
its presentation that the Plan 
which 
resulted 
and 
was 


unanimously 
adopted 
met 


requirements spelled out in the 
landmark decision of the Swann 
vs. Charlotte-Mecklinburg case. 
Gladney said in his opinion 
Chief Justice Burger had set 
forth in regards to the racial 
question that the racial com- 
position of a community does 
not have to be equal in every 
school in every grade because 
circumstances and conditions 
vary 
in 
different 
places. 


Gladney said Corsicana's plan 
puts more than 41 per cent white 
students into Lincoln and "it 
falls within the Swann case—we 
feel it is fair and equitable." 


LUCK 
CALLED 
SUPT. 


LINDSEY as his first adverse 
witness probing his knowledge 
of Corsicana's school district 
boundaries and attendance 
zones, and what 
changes 


Corsicana proposes to make in 
attendance zones for Lincoln 
and several other elementary 
schools. 


"We propose no change in 


boundaries—just some changes 
in grade levels (in transferring 
blacks out of Lincoln and whites 
into 
Linvoln), 
Lindsey 


responded. 


Lindsey acknowledged that 


under its Plan, Corsicana will 
allow its kindergarten through 
second grade students to 
remain in their neighborhood 
schools. "Can you state the 
rationale why you left K-2 
grades in the school?" Luck 
asked. "Yes, we are concerned 


with the education process of 
the children ..." Lindsey began 
responding until Sodd clarified 
that it was not the rationale of 
the superintendent alone, but 
that of the board responding to 
what it and parents believed to 
be in the best interest of the 
children. Lindsey then testified 
that the response of the people 
at the May 7 public hearing was 
"people said if we had to bus 
students, they wanted students 
in the lower grades retained in 
theri neighborhood school." 


WHEN PRESSED if there 


were any other factors con- 
sidered, Lindsey responded that 
the board had considered the 
safety of the children, the 
hazard to them of crossing 
heavily congested highways 
and railroad tracks, and the 
parents concern about their 
younger children of lower 
grades waiting for buses ex- 
posed to all types of weather. 


Seeking to have railroads 


pointed out to him on a map, 
Luck asked Lindsey if he could 
name the railroads (he couldn't 
but could pinpoint crossings), 
and then posed the question: 
You feel it was necessary to 
keep students in the area of 
neighborhood school for safety 
reasons?" 


"Yes," Lindsey answered, 


reminding Luck that when he 
came here to inspect the 
situation and Lindsey had 
driven him around the Lincoln 
district showing him the high- 
ways and railroads involved, 
that the Washington civil rights 
attorney had agreed with 
Lindsey that if he had children 
in the lower grades attending 
Lincoln, Luck wouldn't want 
them to be exposed to the 
hazards of crossing the high- 
ways and rail lines. For the 
record, Lindsey asked Luck if 
he hadn't said "you felt the 
same way," and the attorney 
stipulated he had. 


ASKED BY LUCK IF ANY 


STUDENTS from Corsicana are 
bused to, or have to cross a 
railroad or arterial street to any 
other school, Lindsey said there 
are some, but he didn't know 
exactly how many, or for how 
long. In reference to those going 
from the former G.W. Jackson 
School district, closed in May, 
1970, the superintendent noted 
there are some children who 
"ride the Blue Goose," a bus 
provided by the Navarro County 
Action Committee to transport 
those less than two miles from 
Sam Houston who are inelgible 
to ride regular school buses. 
Lindsey said he didn't know how 
the "Blue Goose" was financed 
since it was not a part of the 
busing the school system 
provided. He said as far as he 
knew there may have been 
blacks in lower grades who 
walked or rode across into other 
schools. 


"Do you think," asked Luck, 


"if any white children were 
assigned into black Lincoln 
school there would be any 
trouble?" Pennington said he 
didn't have any knowledge to 
base an opinion on. 


In his closing statement, Luck 


said, "The evidence has shown, 
I think, that the school district 
has done a fairly good job in the 
past in trying to disestablish 
segregation; 
they 
closed 


Jackson and possibly one other 
school and assigned 
kids 


irrespective of age or what 
grades they are in." 


Luck said the Swann decision 


requires 
a 
maximum 
of 


deesegration in a minimum of 
tiem "and I would feel a lot 
better if they would make it a 
two-way street; certainly they 
are proposing to bus in fifth 
grade students. We are saying 
more feasible ways can be 
devised to disestablish Lincoln 
as an identifiable school. 
Certainly the experience of 
black students in a segregated 
experience for three years is 
just too long. It is a still dis- 
proportionate school, 59 per 
cent black in a 27 per cent black 
district." 


Highway Trust Bust' Resolution by National County Group Disappoints TAG Chief Buck Douglas

Kenneth A. "Buck" Douglas, 


executive director of the Texas 
Association of Counties, said in 
an interview Thursday that a 
resolution passed Wednesday 
by the National Association of 
Counties asking Congress to 
"bust the highway trust" is 
actually "not binding on 
anyone." 


Douglas, who is a former 


Navarro County Judge, said 
United States House and Senate 
conferees, on July 19 and 20, 
agreed to keep the highway 
trust fund intact for this coming 
fiscal year, but with some 
variation in expenditures in the 
following years. This 
in- 


formation, 
he 
said, 
was 


presented by U.S. Sen. Lloyd 
Bentsen Monday during a 
general assembly 
meeting 


honoring executive 
directors 


and presidents fo the various 
state 
associations 
from 


throughout the country. 


The resolution passed by the 


National 
Association 
of 


Counties (NACo) was un- 
doubtedly the highlight of the 
entire convention, Douglas said. 
In effect, it asks Congress to 
make highway trust funds 
available for all modes of public 
transportation and not just the 
buiulding of federal highways, 
as it is now. 


"THIS RESOLUTION has 


been voted down on two 
previous occasions, but a 
favorable vote ... (Wednesday) 
... did place the National 
Association of Counties on 
record in favor of such a 
proposal," 
Douglas 
said. 


"Texas had 33 votes and all 
were 
cast 
against 
the 


resolution." 


"Most Texas counties feel 


that the highway system in 
Texas is one of the best 
anywhere and certainly the 
interstate system could not 
have been built had it not been 
for the highway trust fund. We 
feel that the highway trust fund 
is like any toher trust and 
should be used for the purpose 
for 
which the 
fund 
was 


created." 


Douglas came to Corsicana 


after the NACo convention 
ended Wednesday. He still 
maintains his residence here 
and often returns on weekends. 


He began work as executive 


director 
of 
the 
Texas 


Association of Counties (TAC) 
in 
January 
shortly 
after 


resigning his post as county 


judge of Navarro County. His 
Austin office is located at 55 
North Interregional. 


When asked exactly what his 


duties consist of as executive 
director, Douglas replied that 
he keeps member county of- 
ficials 
informed 
about 


legislation that is being sub- 
mitted and considered so they 
can take whatever actions they 
feel are necessary. 


W H E N 
A S K E D 


SPECIFICALLY whether he is 
a registered lobbyist, Douglas 
said he is not and that the TAC 
is not a lobby. He said he does 
not go about lobbying before 
legislators at the state capitol, 
but they sometimes call him for 
information. He also noted that 
county officials who receive the 
TAC newsletter are free to call 
state legislators to express their 


opinions on various matters, 
and he said this would not be 
lobbying. 


He said TAC does not send 


any of the newsletters to 
legislators. 


The newsletters are sent out 


about once each week during 
legislative sessions and less 
frequently, usually about once a 
month when the legislature is 
not in session. About 95 per cent 
of the publications go to 
member 
counties 
but 


sometimes copies are also sent 
to non-member counties. 


TAC WAS CREATED after 


the 
legislature, 
in 1969, 


authorized counties to pay dues 
into such an 
association, 


Douglas said. Prior to the ap- 
pointment of Douglas to the 
executive director post, Bill 
Owen, a county commissioner 


from Longview, held that 
position on a part-time basis. 


"When 
I 
was 
elected 


president of TAC in January 
1972, there were 123 counties in 
it... we now have 191 member 
counties, including the 
four 


metro countties which are 
Dallas, Harris, Tarrant and 
Bexar counties." 


Dues paid by the counties 


range from a $100 minimum to a 
$1,500 maximum, with the fee 
based on population. Navarro 
County pays $600, Douglas said. 
Operation of the association, 
including salaries for himself, a 
full-time secretary and a part- 
time secretary, are paid from 
the dues. 


The TAC board of directors, 


composed of elected officials 
representing each office in 
county government, is required 
to meet quarterly, Douglas 


said. He noted that there is no 
general meeting of all county 
officials. Instead, separate 
annual conventions are held for 
county judges, county com- 
missioners, county and district 
clerks, and other such offices. 
Douglas often attends. 


Douglas 
said 
he 
has 


frequently been asked whether 
he ever plans to return to 
Corsicana to practice law. 


"I have no plans at this time 


to operate a full-time law office. 
I will maintain an 
office, 


though, in Corsicana," Douglas 
said. He noted in a brief in- 
terview several months ago that 
a lot across the street from the 
Navarro County Courthouse 
belongs to his wife, Dorothy 
Douglas. A house recently 
moved onto the lot is now in the 
process of being remodeled into 
office space. 


Eccentric Libyan Follows Nasser, Islam

BENGHAZI, Libya (AP) - 


The teachings of Islam and the 
revolutionary experience of 
Gamal Abdel Nasser are the 
two lodestars that guide Col. 
Moammar Khadafy's course as 
leader of Libya. 


Behind many of his ap- 


parently eccentric actions since 
he took over the country in 1969 
is an unshakeable belief that the 
tenets of the Moslem religion 
provide an answer to all the 
modern world's ills. 


Khadafy looks for inspiration 


to what he considers the purest 
form 
of 
Islam—the 
fun- 


damental words of God con- 
tained in the Koran, the Moslem 
holy book. 


"If you people want a solution 


to all your problems, your sins 
and your human weakness, why 
don't you follow this book?" he 
asked in a recent lecture. "Why 
don't you resort to God in order 
to get salvation at the hands of 
the Creator instead of seeking it 
from your fellow creatures?" 


With this religious zeal is a 


respect for the late Egyptian 
president 
that borders on 


adornation. When Nasser was 
at his most powerful in the late 
1950s, Khadafy was a budding 
revolutionary absorbing every 
word. 


Khadafy's political approach 


and many of his actions are 
based on Nasser's role as an 
Arab leader. He does not bother 
to conceal even from his 
Egyptian allies that he con- 
siders himself to be Nasser's 
spiritual heir, destined to unify 
the Arab world. 


Khadafy has enlisted some 


formidable 
personal 
and 


national assets in the service of 
the cause. 


At 31, he is ruggedly hand- 


some; he is an indefatigable 
worker, constantly on the move 
within his country and in the 
Arab world. Everyone agrees 
that, whatever his other faults, 
he is personally incorruptible.

Out of this, Khadafy repor-

All his foreign activism is 


designed to enhance the Arab 
position versus Israel, Khadafy 
said in a recent speech. 


"Israel's strength in the 


confrontation begins in the 
United States," Khadafy said. 
"When Libya supports 
black 


Americans and opens a new 
front, it is really defending 
Egypt against Israel." 


He is less adventurous in us- 


ing oil as a political weapon 
against the United States. 


"Cutting off Arab oil is not 


the important thing," said one 
source familiar with Khadafy's 
thinking. "Let the fighting be- 
gin on the fronts, and we will 
cut off oil, but not before." 


So far as the Libyan people 


are concerned, Khadafy stands 
above the 10 other young offi- 
cers in the nation's revolution- 
ary Command Council, the re- 
gime's ruling authority. 


The recent crisis over Khada- 


fy's resignation culminated in a 
mass rally marked by a near- 
hysterical outpouring of emo- 
tion from the crowd. 


He finally agreed to rescind 


the resignation, after giving the 
crowd a four-hour speech— 
sometimes bordering on a stern 
lecture—explaining the reasons 
for his 12-day stepdown. 


Khadafy said he personally 


had a number of conditions that 
should be fulfilled before his 
projected union of Egypt and 
Libya could go through. Since 
the Egyptians were obdurately 


rejecting 
the conditions, he 


said, he was stepping aside so 
as not to become an obstacle to 
union. 


This simplistic explanation 


may have satisfied the crowd 
but not many long-time observ- 
ers of the Libyan scene. 


"The 
whole affair 
looked 


very much like a 
carefully 


planned maneuver to get him- 
self off the hook because the 
Egyptians were resisting his 
cherished 
union," said one 


source. 


Observers noted the sim- 


ilarity to Nasser's brief resig- 
nation after Egypt's defeat by 
Israel in 1967. Millions of Egyp- 
tians took to the streets beg- 
ging Nasser to stay on, and he 
continued in power with more 


support than ever 
until his 


death in 1970. 


Last April, Khadafy launched 


a 
"cultural 
revolution" 
in 


which "people's committees" in 
every state and private enter- 
prise fired hundreds of bureau- 
crats and executives whom 
they considered corrupt. In ad- 
dition, Khadafy arrested hun- 
dreds of "enemies of the revo- 
lution"—mostly 
Communists 


and members of the Moslem 
Brotherhood Organization. 


"The cultural revolution will 


probably go on for another two 
years or so." said a high-level 
Libyan official. "Then those it 
placed in positions of command 
will operate for perhaps anoth- 
er two years.

weather might term it neurotic. 


Meteorologists like Robert 


Dickson and James Wagner put 
it this way: "The normal state 


iif the weather is to be abnor- 


mal." 


That's an observation to keep 


in mind when unusual weather 
ulants a suspicion that our cli- 
nate is changing — unusual 
.vuather like the tremendous 
ipring floods in the Mississippi 
/alley, and later floods in New 
Kngland, 
the 
murderous 


droughts in Africa and India, 


the snow-free winter for New 
York and Washington, B.C., all 
against backgrounds that in- 
clude the Dust Bowl of the 
1930s in the Plains states, and 
the New York blizzard of 1888. 


This is not to say that world 


or local climate is not chang- 


ing. 
Ice ages have come and 


gone, for reasons not clear. 
Weather scientists have meas- 
ured recent warming and cool- 
ing periods worldwide affecting 
general climate. 


Now in global cooperation 


they are beginning to gather 
"baseline" 
readings 
of ele- 


ments in the air, worldwide cir- 


culation of the air, more knowl- 
edge about ocean currents, to 
begin to detect or even foresee 
a change in climate, as con- 
trasted with vagaries of weath- 
er itself. 


One prime concern is what 


man is doing to weather and 
climate by polluting the air 
with carbon dioxide and soot 
and other particles, or by pav- 
ing huge areas of the land with 
asphalt and concrete in place of 
trees and vegetation which 
obeyed some different relation- 
ship to the air above it, per- 
haps affecting local weather, 
perhaps with influences extend- 


ing farther. 


Are man's civilized contribu- 


tions too puny to influence cli- 
mate? Or can slight contribu- 
tions trigger major changes? 


"We can't say the present cli- 


mate is changing until we have 
many more years of global 
measurements 
and 
observa- 


tions," said Dickson, deputy 
chief of the long-range pre- 
diction group of the National 
Weather Service in Suitland, 
Md. 


Wagner, meteorologist and 


researcher who with Dickson 
prepares 30-day weather fore- 
casts, said developments like 


earth satellites are adding to 
knowledge of cloud cover over 
the earth, and thus to knowl- 
edge of atmospheric circula- 
tion. But, he added, no one yet 
knows what is "normal cloud 
cover," or can see very far into 
the future. 


Unusual patterns in the glob- 


al air circulation are associated 
with weather anomalies like the 
Midwest springtime floods. But 
scientists are only beginning to 
understand 
relationships be- 


tween the earth's surface and 
lower and upper atmosphere, 
the upward transport of mois- 
ture, development of high or 


low pressure areas, the role of 
largely unobserved ocean circu- 
lations or events at sea where 
there are few weather report- 
ing stations, and all the things 
that influence the heat balance 
between earth, sun and space. 


"It is all fluid. What happens 


in one part of the globe affects 
another," Dickson and Wagner 
said. "We can explain some of 
the distortions associated with 
drought or flood, but can't get 
down to first causes." 


In England, a high pressure 


ridge brought on a drought by 
shunting aside storms that ordi- 
narily would bring rain. Relief 


came this spring, but it may 
not continue. 


And Russia had a drought 


and crop failure in grain last 
summer due to a warm high 
pressure system similar to the 
one that brought on the 1930's 
Dust Bowl in this country, Wag- 
ner and Dickson said. 


A high pressure ridge in the 


upper atmosphere — over the 
Rockies in the spring and the 
Great Plains in the summer — 
hindered winds and moisture 
from coming up from the Gulf 
of Mexico to the Great Plains 
during several years in the 
1930s, thus bringing the parch-

Such an extreme event 
might be expected to happen 
once every two or three cen- 
turies, by 'some statistical con- 
siderations, they said. 


Drought can feed on drought, 


they added. Winds stir up dust 
from baked land, with many 
dust particles being so small 
and numerous that they com- 
pete to act as nuclei for any 
moisture in the air, and there- 
fore few are able to coalesce to 
form a raindrop. They are too 
small to be good "seeds" to 
form raindrops, or snowflakes. 


In the 1940s, precipitation re- 


turned to about normal in the 
Dust Bowl regions, said Wag- 
ner. The 1050s started out wet 
and rather cool, then drought 
condit.ons began developing, 
expecially in Texas and South- 
ern 
states. 
Some 
scientists 


think the 1970s might see a re- 
turn of dry conditions. 


Scientists charged with tak- 


ing a much longer look at 
weather 
and climate trends 


have detected worldwide fluc- 
tuations within the past 100 
years, and are seeking ways of 
putting a finger on the pulse of 
climate, partly through the in- 
ternational program known in 
the United States as Geophysic- 
al 
Monitoring for Climatic 


Change. 


From the end of the 19th cen- 


tury until after World War II, 
the average world temperature 
rose about one degree, especial- 
ly in northern latitudes, said 
Dr. Lester Machta and Donald 
Pack, director and deputy di- 
rector, respectively, of the Air 
Resources Laboratory of the 
National Oceanic and Atmos- 
pheric Administration (NOAA). 


Then a cooling began, wiping 


out about half of the tempera- 
ture rise, and this seems to be 
continuing. 


A one degree change in tem- 


perature can have profound ef- 
fects, the scientists explain. In 
Iceland, the warming period 
extended the crop growing sea- 
son. Cooling brought on some 
crop failures, and more ice 
moved south to bother fish- 
eries. 


Are only natural causes in- 


volved in such fluctuations, 
things that are happening in 
the air 
circulation, in the 


oceans, in variations in solar 
energy perhaps? On a far long- 
er time scale, could the drifting 
of continents have influenced 
climate? Can the closing or 
opening of channels through 
which oceans circulate affect 
the atmosphere and weather? 


Scientists have theories as to 


why climate can change, and 
are putting them to test by 
making up mathematical mod- 
els of elements that may be in- 
volved, then having gigantic 
computers give predictions as 
to the results from altering 
some one or more elements. 


This work is in a beginning 


stage. 
Computers 
also 
are 


being called upon to predict 
what would happen from man- 
made attempts to alter the 
weather, as through cloud seed- 
ing, before man plunges ahead 
to do some experiment that 
might produce locally benefi- 
cial results, but bring freezing, 
rain or drought somewhere else 
in the world. 


So far as climate is con- 


cerned, 
there 
is 
suspicion 


man's activities might be in- 
fluential. 


Carbon dioxide is one sus- 


pect. The burning of fossil fuels 
such as coal and oil and gaso- 
line is shooting some six billion 
tons of carbon dioxide into the 
atmosphere each year. About 
half of it stays there, the rest is 
absorbed by ocean waters and 
vegetation. While it is only a 
tiny fraction of the total in the 
atmosphere, the carbon dioxide 
is highly efficient as a trap to 
catch and hold heat coming 
from the sun, resulting in a 
"greenhouse" warming effect. 


On the Hawaiian volcano of 


Mauna Loa, a special U.S. ob- 
servatory has found a gradual 
increase of carbon dioxide in 
recent years in the clear at- 
mosphere there. Similar find- 
ings are reported from the 
more isolated South Pole sta- 
tion. 


Man's increasing release of 


carbon dioxide would be ex- 
pected to produce a warming 
rather than a recent cooling 
trend. So another question is 
whether gases, smoke and solid 
particles in various forms of 
air pollution are perhaps pro- 
ducing a cooling influence by 
blocking our radiation from the 


sun. 


When Mt. Agung in Bali shot 


huge amounts of dust into the 
air circulation, the Mauna Loa 
observatory recorded a slight 
decrease in the sun's radiation 
at the ground. After the vol- 
canic dust settled out, the radi- 
ation returned to normal. 


Detection of any changes re- 


quires observations over a long 
period of time.

She was a great lady who 
stood six feet tall and sang in 
the choir throwing her head 
back and looking straight into 
Heaven as she sang with 
dedication and vigor.

He had an old tool- 
chest in the garage where he 
kept his make-believe loot and 
we were never allowed to touch 
it for fear of losing an ear or 
even our lives! He believed, as 
all of us did, that people kept 
money and jewels and all 
valuables in a box or a trunk. 
Rich ladies kept theirs in a 
cedar chest. (There was no 
Sesame Street or T.V. then to 
wise up the kids). Once, when 
we overheard our parents say a 
certain lady had been blessed 
with wordly goods, more than 
she could ever spend in her life- 
time, we played like we were 
the fortunate lady. Our game 
became so real to us one fine 
summer afternoon my little 
sister and I decided to pay her a 
visit. 


AFTER A TIMID KNOCK on 


the door we were ushered into a 
big hall by a kindly colored lady 
wearing a black dress and a 
white starched cap on her head. 
She told us to wait inside while 
she told Madame we were 
calling. 


The first thing that greeted 


our eyes was a wall covered 
with a rug! Imagine having a 
rug on the wall! Of course later 
I knew it was a fabulous 
tapestry but then we had to 
suppress a giggle at the thought 
of such foolishness and would 
have laughed aloud had we not 
been so awed by the size of the 
place and the silence. It was like 
being in church 
and we 


whispered as we ogled. From 
our vantage point we could see a 
huge palm tree in a gold wash 
tub, a grand piano like the one 
in Chautauqua and windows 
that had lacey curtains clear 
down to the floor! Over the 
mantel was a picture of an 
elderly gentleman with a white 
droopy mustache making him 
look like a sad walrus. 


Separating the parlor from 


the hall, where we stood like two 
wooden posts, was a curtain 
made of many and various- 
colored beads hanging on 
strings from ceiling to floor! 
The walls were so high we had 
to look straight up to see the 
chandelier with all of its little 
shining arm-like curlicues. We 
presumed they were made of 
pure gold and were prepared to 
ask the rich lady when she 
suddenly appeared like a vision 
on the wide carpeted stairs. 


"Hellow," she said, smiling 


indulgently, "How nice of you to 
pay me a visit.
